Neuean presented a manifesto oa be- 
half of Liberal members of the Left- 
ists demanding dissolution in order to 
enable the cotiutfy to prOuOTKice OS 
the revision question. This manifesto 
pointed out that the time was critical 
and the country threatened vrith civil 
war. and for the government to con- 
sent to a loyal and constitutional set- 
Utmeut -could not be represented as 
a surrender to popular disorder. 


To this challenge the premier, M. 


Tje Smet De Nayer, replied briefly by 
declaring that the right of dissolution 
rested-with the king. He added that 
be felt It his duty to warn parliament 
against the rumors of government 
concessions. M. Janson, the Liberal 
1-cader, retorted that the -chamber 
omiltf, by a motion, call upon the king 
to change the ministry. He said there 
was .wj git™ <.f conciliation in the pre- 
mier's reply to M. Neujean, and that 
responsibility for the consequences 
would rest on the government. 


Tho.strike movement In Brussels

The cause of the present disturb-

From the separation of Belgium from 
Holland in 1830, until 1893, suffrage 
was confined to adult males paying $8 
or more each direct taxes annually. 
Less than 22 in 1,000 population were 
voters. The double and triple voters 
today control the Belgian, elections. 
Out of 1.418,000 voters iii 1900 there 
were 300,000-who could' cast 600,000 
votes, and 2-8.000 wbo could cast 684,- 
000 votes, or 1,284,000 votes, against 
890,000 single voters. A tax qualifica- 
tion placed on heads of families is 
especially resented, since it deprives 
of the second vote some 765,000 work- 
Ingmen otherwise qualified, or about 
70 per cent of the -whole number. The 
triple vote allowed to professional 
men is also resented as giving undue 
power to the clergy, n.11 of whom have 
three votes. The Socialists now de- 
mand a revision of the elective fran- 
chise.

Columbus. Apr. 14.—When the last 


chapter in the history of the seventy- 
fifth general assembly of Ohio is wit- 
tec, the most important part of it v.-ill 
be left out entirely or read only be- 
tween, the lines. The omitted por- 
tions will relate to tlie legislation 
proposed but not enacted, and this 
fact will not be entirely due to the 
large number of bills that have been 
introduced. The statesmen, have had 
time enough to pass them all, if they 
had desired to do so. Doubtless many 
of them did not deserve to be made 
laws, but not even this fact will ac- 
count for; the failure of ethers thai 
readily passed the lower house and 
were never heard oC after that time. 


It is to the senate that the people 


must look for some explanation, if it 
can -be given, of the singular manner 
in which deserving measures have! 
found oblivion, after having passed j 
the house in some cases almost unan- • 
imoiisly. Daring the early part of the 
session t,ome wonder was expressed 
because, the various !obby interests 
appeared to be strongly inactive in 
that body, pills aimed at large inter- 
ests, and most of them in behalf of 
labor, for some reason or other did 
not meet •with the organised opposi- 
tion irdm the house lobby that they 
•wers expected to encounter. As a
